THEY WRITE FOR PEACE 


LT. COL: JOHN H. CLARK, JR., writes to the editor of the 
New York Herald-Tribune:

other day that I shouldn} react . 


so violently to the promiscuous 

isplay of the Confederate flag. 
“Those guys flying that. flag 
from » their automobiles don't 
even know what it means,” he 
said.

As a fad or a gag, it is still 
a serious matter, It is an insult 
to the Negro people for whom 
that flag was-and remains a sym- 
bol of slavery and degradation. 
It isan insult to those- who 
fought and died to preserve a 
frée Republic. : 

But what disturbed me most 
was the suspicion that the readi- 
ness on the part of many North- 
erners to accept the flag of the 
slaveholders reflected a disposi- 
tion to accept also the reac- 
tionary, degenerate ideas of the 
slaveholders.
